In law they are idem sonans which means they 
ara sounded the same and are equivalents for all intents and pur- 
poses. There ara many other forms of the nama, but these are the 
most common. It is said this surname want into ngland from France 
as early as the year 1066 amonz the followers of .illiam the Nor- 
tah Conquerser. Various forms of the name are found in Medieval 
4ngland, 


The ancient Gloucestershire line of the family is said to 
have been represented in the exurly sixtesnth centure by one, John 
Britton, who died about 1582 and was succeeded in his estates by 
his oldest son Thomas ( p 3 Modia ). 


In the early seventesnth centurn thia Gloucestershire line 
Was Tepresonted by one John Hrittayne, who marrigd “linor Cross. 
Of this line ara believed to hava been tlicholas Urittayn or 
Brittaigne, and a certain Britton (Christian or first name unknosa), 
who wag the father of Cananiel (also appearing in later records as 
Canuniel or Cannonnwall), Richard, Abigail, Jane, Danial, Nathaniel 
and William, of whom the last three are said to have anigratad to 
America. (Media P). Tha before mentioned amigrant brothers Daniel, 
Nathaniel and Villiam Sritton, from Gloucester County, <ngland, 
area balioved to have made their homes in New York (Media p5 ). 
In many racords the name Canuniel or Cannonwell is found rather 
than Caniel. It may be a corruption occurring in writing or 
transeribing, but wa will use them interchangeably for the pur- 
pose of the narration. it any rate the record is clear that tha 
three brothers cums to this country, possibly as early as 1650, 
and were first found on Long Ialand.
